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Growing discontent 


Farmers fear point of no return 


PROGRESS? NOT ACCORDING TO 
some farmers. 

“In the past 20 vears, crop produc- 
tion has grown by 500 per cent, yet 
the income of the farmer has 
remained at the same level,” says 
organic farmer Corey Ollikka 
“Farmers are not the ones who are 
going to benefit from genetically 
engineered (GE) wheat,’ 

About 50 students, faculty, envi- 
ronmentalists and farmers gathered 
at the University of Alberta last 
week for a lively panel discussion on 
GE wheat, although the field’s 
largest player-Monsanto Canada- 
declined to participate. 

Canadian farmers worry that the 
corporate giant heavy investments 
in developing and protecting geneti- 
cally modified organisms will lead 
to Canada’s being shut out of lucra- 
tive organic markets around the 
world. Cross-pollination is a serious 
issue that isn’t being given the con- 
sideration it is due, argued several 
panel members. 

“Am | allowed to smoke in here?” 
asked Peter Eggers. “Of course not: 
it affects everything and everyone,” 
said the director of the Alberta 
Conservation Tillage Society and 
board chair for the Peace River Seed 
Co-Op. “But that is what GE wheat 
is going to do to the conventional 
farmer and the organic farmers. It 
will destroy them once GE wheat is 
released into the open fields,” adds

A coalition of over 410 Japanese 
consumer groups and food manu- 

facturing companies, representing 

over 1 million Japanese, made a for 
mal declaration on Mar 22 that if 
Canada introduces Monsanto's GE 
wheat, Canada will lose the Japanese 
market, said Lucero Mariani, one of 
the organizers of the event. This 
would create serious impact for 
Canadian Farmers, since Japan is the 
largest foreign buyer of Canadian 
wheat. The European market, anoth- 
er big importer, has made similar 
statements, added Mariani, a profes- 
sor and volunteer with Biofreedom. 

With a doctorate in soil ecology, 
Mariani explained that the Canadian 
Food Inspection Agency currently 
review of an application from 
Monsanto for the Canadian release 
of their Round-Up Ready Wheat is 
not growing much support among 
Alberta Farmers. 

“GMOs are a threat to life on earth 
for corporate profit,” says Eggers. 

Monsanto Canada rep Trish 
Jordan begged to differ. But in a let- 
ter declining a seat on the panel, she 
says “the framework and makeup of 
the panel does not at all appear to be 
conducive to a respectful and con- 
structive dialogue.”

University of Alberta had become a 
“Coca-Cola campus,” environmental 
activist Dr. Vandana Shiva urged 
students to rise up and demand 
another referendum on the issue. 

“We cannot allow people who 
will profit to have access to our edu- 
cational institutions like this.” 

The author spoke to a near-capaci- 
ty crowd in the Myer Horowitz 
Theatre last Monday as the final 
speaker in the Revolutionary 
Speakers Series put on by the 
Students Union. Speaking to an 
enthusiastic crowd, Shiva urged 
Canadians to fight attempts by busi- 
ness to force genetically modified 
foods and crops into our society and 
to patent common grains, wheat, 
beans and other crops-a practice she 
calls biopiracy. 

Citing a recent example in Mexico 
where an astute businessman regis- 
tered a patent ona yellow bean that 
doesn’t produce gas, Shiva says the 
U.S. patent office doesn’t seem to 
blink at such ludicrous things. “Next 
thing you know they will be trying 
to patent all of the elements on the 
periodic table,” she quipped. 

Shiva also recalled the efforts of 20 
poor women who sat outside a Coca- 
Cola factory in India for weeks until 
the company agreed to stop pollut- 
ing their water source, forcing them 
to walk for miles for safe water to 
drink. “If these 20 women can make 
a difference, so can each one of you.” 

The most recent book by the 
physicist, feminist, philosopher of 
science, writer, and science policy 
advocate is Biopiracy: The Plunder 
of Nature and Knowledge.

Reduce, reuse and recycle. 
Can you trust journalists to tell the truth? 


THIS IS A QUESTION THAT 
should never need to be asked. It’s 
like asking whether doctors deliber- 
ately make people sick. As someone 
who has spent a lifetime in journal- 
ism—as a reporter, editor and now 
teacher —just posing it feels like I'm 
betraying friends and colleagues. 

Telling the truth is the essence of 
journalism. In every journalism text 
and newsroom code of ethics, the 
duty to seek out and accurately 
report the truth is described as jour- 
nalism’s primary directive and rai- 
son d’étre. Lately, you might won- 
der if too many have forgotten that. 

The poster boy for lying journal- 
ists is Jayson Blair, the disgraced for- 
mer New York Times reporter who 
fuelled a steep rise through the 
Times newsroom hierarchy by not 
only fabricating stories but even fak- 
ing his assignment trips. 

Blair was fired, but not before 
delivering a-massive blow to the rep- 
utation of what many regard as the 
best newspaper in the world. It also 
raised questions about all journalists. 
Ifa liar could flourish as a reporter at 
the Times, how many other liars are 
lurking in lesser newsrooms? 


PULITIZER PLAGARIST? 

The evidence that’s emerged post- 
Blair isn’t encouraging. The most 
recent disclosure came from USA 
Today, which reported a seven- 
month investigation into the work of 
star foreign correspondent Jack Kelly 
found extensive evidence of fabrica- 
tion and plagiarism, including a 
piece about witnessing bombing in 
Israel that earned Kelly a nomina- 
tion as a Pulitzer Prize finalist. Like 
Blair, Kelly didn’t just lie in his sto- 
nies. To defeat fact-checking by edi- 
tors, Kelly arranged for acquain- 
tances to pose as sources when 
called. 

Since Blair, more than 10 reporters 
in the United States have been fired

for faking or plagiarizing reports. 
Here in Canada, the Vancouver Sun 
just ended a sex column written by 
freelance writer Angele Yanor after 
one of her columns was found to be 
a virtual carbon copy of an article 
published two years ago in the New 
York Times. 

Truthfully, most journalists work 
hard to report their own stories. As a 
judge for the National Newspaper 
Awards for a few years, I can say 
with confidence there is a lot of 
excellent journalism produced in 
Canada. 

Indeed, in just about every case a 
journalist liar is exposed, the most 
outraged are newsroom colleagues. 
At the NYT, newsroom fury led to 
the firing of executive editor Howell 
Raines and managing editor Gerald 
Boyd. At USA Today, one reporter 
was quoted as saying Kelly was 
“aided and abetted by editors who 
were hungry for prizes...” 

Sadly, these incidents are isolated 
only by their audacity. There is a 
poison creeping into our news- 
rooms, a crisis of identity and pur- 
pose hurting the credibility of all 
reporters. 

This crisis is fuelled by several 
trends including cuts in newsroom 
staffing that leave many reporters 

with so many assignments and so 
little time the most they can do 
sometimes is “rewrite” a press 
release or a news agency story, 
duplicating phrases, sentences and 
even paragraphs from the original 
material. When that becomes an 
acceptable practice, other forms of 
plagiarism don’t seem so out of line. 

There is also an unrelenting pres- 
sure to produce brighter and more 
sensational copy and publish it before 
anyone else. When this drive for 
colour and speed overwhelms the 
desire for fact, it’s far too tempting for

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Youth vote logjam 


IF THE PUNDITS HAVE IT RIGHT, 
a federal election may be a couple of 
months away, but the race to 
encourage Canadian youth to vote 
or at least become involved in the 
political process has already begun. 
In fact, almost half a dozen groups 
such as Student Vote 2004, Youth 
Vote 2004, and Rush the Vote have 
all started pushing their respective 
programs. But not everyone is so 
happy about the sudden rush to 
help address the democratic deficit. 
“It (so many different groups) has 
been frustrating and upsetting at 
times,” says Lindsay Mazzucco, 
director of operations for Student 
Vote 2004. “It creates a lot of confu- 
sion.” Student Vote officials traveled 


~ the country this fall to rally support 


for the program and were met with 
a great reception. So Mazzucco says 
she wonders why there has to be 
such a seemingly apparent duplica- 
tion of efforts- why some of the 
groups can’t join forces for this com- 
mon goal? 

Voters in the18 to 30 year-old 
demographic and younger students 
still in school are hot commodities. 
(After all, advertisers love them.) 
There is also a positive trickle down 
effect with these programs. Even if 
the kids reached by these programs 
are too young to vote, studies show 
they often inspire their parents to 
vote -some of whom have never cast 
a ballot in their lives, says Mazzucco. 

So the non-partisan groups are 
offering up a variety of classroom 
support materials, concerts and even 
townhall meetings to try to get their 
message across. All positive stuff, 
right? 

Not according to everyone. With 
the exception of Youth Vote 2004, 
created recently by some editors-in- 
chief with CanWest, none can say 
big business is their major benefac- 
tor. That is a problem, says 
Mazzucco. 

CanWest’s decision to go with the 
title Youth Vote 2004, a similar name 
to Student Vote 2004, has caused 
some unnecessary confusion, she 
explains. Schools don’t know what 
they are signing up for. Because the 
media giant jumped into the ring, 
Student Vote’s established relation- 
ship with the Ottawa Citizen is also 
now moot. “We already had 184 
Alberta schools signed up and 1,150 
across the country in total. We part- 
nered with CanWest before on this 
and thought we were going to work 
together again.” 

“This is not a ie 3a ee itis 
about uniting all students and com- 
munities together in the spirit of 
democracy—not in an attempt to 
brand students by watching Global 
TV, voting on canada.com and read- 
‘ng your local CanWest paper.”

TEEN POWER 

It is easy to see why so many dif- 
ferent groups are so concerned 
about encouraging voter participa- 
tion among youth at a younger age, 
electoral apathy among this key 
group of Canadians is rampant 
Only 26 per cent of eligible youth 
voted in the last federal election. Fhe 
overall turriout in the last federal 
election was 64 per cent, almost 
three times that of the youth turnout 
It was the lowest youth voter 
turnout in 40 years. 

Jean-Pierre Kingsley, chief elec- 
toral commissioner of Canada, says 
there are many reasons for the 
decline in youth voters, including a 
lack of political knowledge, dimin- 
ished sense of civic duty, and a lack 
of contact with candidates.

Numbers indicate there is indeed 
a growing problem of voter apathy 
with turnout in Ontario, Canada and 
the U.S. steadily declining over the 
past decade. Historical voter tummout 
trends have bounced around going 
from 74 per cent in 1934, to 58 per 
cent in 1943, before settling in the 
mid-‘60s for a few decades. In 1971, 
it reached a high of 73.5 per cent 
before drifting back down into the 
mid-60 and mid-50 per cent range.

reporters and editors to tweak a 
detail here, insert something there 
and build scenarios on assumptions 

The-constant blurring between 
content valued as news and content 
valued because it’s entertaining is 
another concern. Media critics have 
decried entertainment-focussed 
ethics that catapult titillating but 
inconsequential stories about enter- 
tainers and celebrities from super- 
market tabloids to the front pages of 
serious newspapers. 

Another trend is journalists who 
work in shops owned by large corpo- 
rations that see news mainly as a way 
to cross-promote their core business- 
es. For example: A “request” report- 
edly made by CanWest Global that 
all of its daily papers run front-page 
stories when Global TV acquired the 
now-defunct Mike Bullard Show 

The irony is that nobody is being 
fooled. Opinion polls in Canada, the 
United States and the United 
Kingdom all suggest public cynicism 
about journalists’ credibility is run- 
ning extremely high 





THE MEDIA YOU DESERVE 

But surveys also show people still 
rely on news media to find out 
what's going on. That’s why,some- 
thing must be done to put journalism 
back on track. 

Journalists must reassert their right 
to determine what is and isn’t news 
based on the public interest and 
develop mechanisms to insure every- 
one in the newsroom is committed to 
seeking and reporting truth. Those 
who employ journalists must recog- 
nize their responsibility to ensure 
employees have the tools, training 
and support needed to do their jobs 
properly. 

Finally, the responsibility also lies 
with you. Demand truth and accura- 
cy from the newsrooms that serve 
you. If you don’t get it, demand to 
know why. And don’t let up until 
your demands are met. 

You have a right to believe what 
you read and see in the news.

IT’S REALLY NICE TO BE ABLE TO 
talk to a filmmaker as passionate as 
Carl Bessai. Get him talking about 
the state of filmmaking in Canada 
and it's like listening to an evange- 
list. He even promises not to make 
bad movies! 

If you attended the 2000 Local 
Heroes film Festival, you might 
have seen Bessai’s 1999 Dogme-95- 
style digital feature Johnny. It was a 
raw, passionate story made by the 
up-and-coming young director from 
Edmonton who is now based in 
Vancouver after completing film 
school and his first feature in 
Toronto. 

“Out here we all know each 
other, there’s a good indie scene of 
new voices, It’s really great being in 
that milieu to share ideas. Culture 
thrives in that hotbed, like theatre 
does in Edmonton.” 

He has been in Vancouver for 
four years and has since made a 
couple documentaries as well as 
canoeing his trilogy of films about 
identity, with John 
The pills sear installment, Lola, “f a 
slicker, more stylish film and the 
third film, Emile is again different, 
softer and moodier. 

“tried to make the style of these 
movies stylisticalh t for the tone 
of the character. Back character is in 
kind of a different place in their 
life,” says Bessai. 

His latest film is about an old 





conversations with his two brothers 
played by Tygh Runyan and Chris 
William Martin.

“There's a contemplative tone,” 
says Bessai, “the idea of the subjec- 
tive flashback, that’s why he’s in 
them. It’s a little more original, like 
when you have a talk with old rela- 
tives that always seem like it’s yes- 
terday. It’s a wash of memories he 
hasn't had ina long time. 

“| definitely wanted the present 
cooler, more ‘normal.’ But the cam- 
era takes your point of view to bea 
little uneasy: it’s handheld but it’s 
solid handheld, only slightly mov- 
ing, in flux. The past is more classi- 
cal, rhythmic. I used special lenses 
with a very specific focus, and the 
colouring of the scenes used sepia 


writing the film.” 

This closeness to the creative 
process might have something to do 
with Bessai’s personal stakes in the 
story-Emile is somewhat autobio- 
graphical. 

“We are geographically and cul- 
turally embedded. Saskatchewan— 
where the film is NOT shot, it was 
shot on Vancouver Island. People 
wonder why | just didn’t set it on 
Vancouver Island, but | just couldn't 
sell out the IDEA of it being in 
Saskatchewan, the personal connec- 
tion and the factual stuff. The story 
is inspired by my family. My father 
died when I was four, and he had 
two brothers. I’m trying to under- 
stand his life and his family’s life. 
It’s a fictional launch out of a factual 
place: what would his life have been 
like as an old man? And I come 
from a family of all boys, with sib- 
ling rivalries. And I have sons too. 
But there are also bits and pieces of 
lan in this story.” 


GETTING IAN 

Casting Ian McKellen was a major 
coup for the film, and a tremendous 
stroke of luck. During the very early 
stages of planning, Bessai and a 
friend compiled a list of the 10 best 
actors in the world. “It sounded like 
one of those dumb things to do over 
beer. McKellen was on top of that 
list,” he remembers. 

But his friend knew someone who 
knew someone, and eventually the 
script got to McKellen’s agent. “He 
gets dozens of these scripts a day. 
But he happened to be flying from 
New Zealand to Vancouver for X- 
Men 2, and it turned out he was only 
shooting one day a week. He went 
through the pile of scripts, saw that 
one had a Vancouver address. So I 
got this call, “He'd like to meet 
you.” And got a phone number. | 
was completely petrified! You don’t 
know what he’s like. So I went over 
the next day; he hasn’t had his coffee 
yet. He’s not a morning guy.” 

But Bessai found an icebreaker 
and soon they were chatting about 
the script, Edmonton, theatre, and 
John Neville-one of McKellen’s 
heroes, John Neville was the Citadel 
Theatre’s artistic director in the ‘70s, 
and Bessai had been involved in the- 
atre in Edmonton. Theatre became a 
point of connection between them. 
After two months of “courtship”, 
McKellen finally committed to the 
project, and things could not have 
turned out better.

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Confounding Coens _ 
Ladykillers remake is funny but...

THE LADYKILLERS, JOEL AND 
Ethan Coen’s updating of the 1955 
British comedy that starred Alec 
Guinness and Peter Sellers, has at its 
heart, as all the brothers’ movies do, 
something confounding and para- 
doxical. Because, no matter what 
level of technical accomplishment, 
wild originality or emotional nuance 
emerges from their works, the most 
successful of them seem to be con- 
ceived ona lark, deliberately 
wrought from disparate and irrecon- 
cilable elements that somehow hold 
together all the same. 

O Brother Where Art Thou? is a 
picaresque gothic hillbilly musical 
based on Homer's Odyssey. Fargo 
pretends to be based on a true story 
but is totally fabricated and contains 
the brothers’ most snidely satirical 
portrayals of plain ol’ Americans, 
alongside the most complex and 
compassionately limned female char- 
acter they’ ve ever brought to the 
screen. And their greatest triumph, 
The Big Lebowski, the funniest movie 
of the last decade, combines hard- 
boiled detective story conventions, 
West Coast flakiness, recognizable 
yet improbably weird characters, 
bowling and a cowboy narrator to 
produce a modern comedy so much 
greater than the sum of its parts it 
defies critical dissection. 

And now they give us The 
Ladykillers, which resurrects a half- 
century-old caper-comedy plot, 
sticks Tom Hanks in the lead as a 
comical baddie, and blenders in 
gospel music, a gallery of garrulous 
freaks, and a keen awareness of racial 
relations in the southern U.S. circa 
now. The results are typically per- 
plexing. 

On the one hand, it’s the best Tom 
Hanks movie to come out ina long 
time. The porridge-faced actor has 
too long specialized in nice guy roles 
that don’t demand much of him, or 
he plays completely against type and 
ends up wrecking the whole movie, 
as he did in Sam Mendes’ The Road to 
Perdition. As Professor G.H. Dorr, 
oily, loquacious mastermind of a plot 
to rob the vaults of a riverboat casino, 
he’s giddy and hilarious, an antebel- 
lum fop with a malicious streak and 
a vocabulary crammed with ten-dol- 
lar words. © 

But on the other hand, why would 
the Coens’ bother with a remake 
when they've created such brilliant 
original material in the past? That's 
not to say the material hasn’t been 
thoroughly transformed, but it seems 
motivated by a different sort of goofi- 
ness than the variety that gave rise to 
Raising Arizona. 

Dorr alights on the veranda of 
Marva Munson (Irma P. Hall), an 
aging widow in small town 
Mississippi who just has her cat 
Pickles, a portrait of her late husband 
Othar and the Holy Spirit to keep her 
company. Dorr claims he’s looking 
for a room and a place for his

has assembled a crew of conspirators 
hand-picked for their function within 
his master plan. Gawain (Marlon 
Wayans) is a janitor at the casino, the 
inside man; Pancake (J.K. Simmons) — 
is the demolition expert; the General 
(Tzi Ma) knows his way around a 
tunnel; and gentle Neanderthal 
Lump (Ryan Hurst) provides the 
muscle. However capable these 
crooks are at larceny, they’re less sure 
what to do when it seems Marva 
might be onto their scheme. It’s in 

ing to do away with the nosy, 
slightly addled widow that their 
plans start to unravel and the lack of 
unity in their ranks takes its toll. 

The Ladykillers might be the Coens’ 
most conventionally comedic film 
ever, even dipping into lowbrow riffs 
on the black man’s love of a big butt, 
the distress endemic to Irritable 
Bowel Syndrome and an oil painting 
that changes facial expression relative 
to the twist of the plot. The sequence 
in which each of the participants in 
the heist is introduced, visually witty 
as it is, fairly reeks of cheap laughs. 
You're left wondering if the Coens 
have decided to make something a 
little more audience-friendly and set 
their sights too low in the process. 

But then there are those glimmers 
of mad genius, the seemingly dis- 
parate elements that link up to create 

the sense of depth and originality 
that are earmarks of a Coen Brothers’ 
project. T-Bone Burnett has once 
again curated a gorgeous soundtrack 
before which the action unfolds, a 
backdrop of gospel, rural blues and 
what Marva indignantly calls “hippi- 
ty-hop.” And even though the film 
contains the most de Asian 
stereotype this side of a Pink Panther 
movie in the form of the General, it 
also plays knowingly with the racial 
subtext of its Mississippi setting, 
where the civil rights battles of the 
‘60s have left every poor person of 
colour free to dream of growing up 
to be a janitor on a riverboat casino. 
Marva is even fair game for some rib- 
bing in this respect, repeatedly avow- 
ing her support of Bob Jones 
University, a Southern bible college 
best known for its recently repealed 
ban on interracial dating. 

There are also some standard plea- 
sures common to the Coens’ oeuvre: 

Roger Deakins’ luminous cinematog- 
raphy, the brothers’ own penchant 
for camera lunacy and sharp editing, 
and the requisite choice moments 
dialogue. Considering there are so 
many alleged comedies at the multi- 
plex that contain none of these plea-

CARL BESSAI’S DIRECTION HAS 
become stronger with each entry in 
his trilogy of films Johnny, Lola, and 
his latest, Emile. Each is about identi- 
ty, featuring a main character who is 
going through some kind of self- 
examination at key points in his or 
her life. Johnny is angry and young, 
Lola is in her thirties and seeks 
approval from outside of herself, 
and Emile is an old man remember- 
ing and regretting his past. 

Bessai is still a young man, but he 
has hit the casting jackpot in Jan 
McKellen, perhaps the most lovable 
white-haired old wizard in the 
world right now. It should do much 
to raise the profile of the film gener- 


ally, but McKellen’s contribution to 
Emile as an actor is immeasurable. 
He plays an academic living in 
London, England who has received 
an invitation to accept an honourary 
degree from the University of 
Victoria, but he already has ties to 
Victoria and Canada that he has 
tried to deny for most of his life. 
Originally, he was a Saskatchewan 
farm boy, one of three brothers. His

Without much presence, rah-rah 
Rasputin’s the main baddie in this 
film.

superhero team (basically the film’s 
Data character, except he’s not an 
utter mongo). His splashy, monster 
chase scene is sweet but short, much 
like many of the movie's key 
moments. As you can see, it gets per- 
ilously dense, but never indigestibly 
campy. 

The octopod plot also suffers from 
some pacing manic-depression, 
crutches on over-familiar archetypes, 
and certainly never goes anywhere 
that endearing, save for Hellboy’s 
comical jealousy as Liz cozies up to 
the average-guy agent assigned to 
babysit the lovable demon. 

Like the comics, the episodic story 
involves a weird, bullet-ridden 
slideshow of huge, multiplying 
monsters, secret government pro- 
grams, mystic Nazis, and ridiculous 
underground mazes, none of which 
are as geeky-cool as the hints of 
utterly globe-ruining, apocalyptic 
evil in Hellboy himself, should he 
someday lose control-and isn’t that 
possibility every shaky nerd’s ulti- 
mate wet dream?

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ON THE RACKS: DVDS 
NO DOUBT RESPONDING TO THE 
accolades heaped on last year's 
Standing in the Shadows of Motown, 
yet another “little-record-company-that- 


Stax/Volt, a 
Memphis label that 
went head to head with 
the more commercial 
Motown by offering gut- 
bucket soul and blues per- 
formed by a racially mixed 
group of musicians and produc- 
ers, comes up with lots of performances 
but little in the way of concrete history. 
Otis Redding is given his props, as is 
late Booker T & the MG’s drummer Al 
Jackson, but lot is left out. And that's a 
shame, because it’s a story worth 
telling. Three quarters of the MG's 
(Stax’s Funk Brothers) are still around, 
as is the magisterial Solomon Burke (fill- 
ing in ably for Redding on “Try a Little 
Tenderness,” and Wilson Pickett on 
“Mustang Sally”), Mavis Staples 
(“Respect Yourself’), and the remaining 
Bar-Kays (‘‘Soulfinger,” with help from 
Chuck D). On the other hand, why both- 
er nitpicking too much? After all, the 
performances are good. Al Green (from 
cross-town rivals Hi Records) practical- 
ly glows from his performance of “Let's 
Stay Together,” and Percy Sledge does 
a terrific vocal excavation of “When A 
Man Loves A Woman”; Booker and the 
remaining MG’s give us some rock 
schoolin’ as the back-up band. It's all 
fight, it really is, and even the former 
Doobie Bros’ Michael McDonald-who 
can, admittedly, sing such music with- 
out sounding like a blackface minstrel 
show-doesn't totally wreck “Sittin’ On) 
The Dock of the Bay.” Just don’t ever 
do it again, okay? 

On the other hand, Al Schnack’s trib- 
ute to They Might Be Giants, Gigantic, 
is a straight documentary interspersed 
with interviews, videos, live perfor- 
mances, and lots of history. You cer- 
tainly get a sense of the esteem with 

which people hold these clever joke- 
sters: true believer teens declare their 
undying devotion; Frank Black, David 
Eggers, and Sarah Vowell sing their 
praises; hell, a few celebrity fans even 
















read TMBG song lyrics to the camera 
with complete poker faces. It's maybe 
justa little too much at times: the ade- 
Noidal singing voices of the Johns 
(Flanburgh and Linnell) can grate on the 
uninitiated, but there's simply no deny- 
ing the duo’s low-key charm, 
and the winningly pained 
way they endure the con- 
stant attention of the 
camera. Besides, how 
can you resist the 
insinuating melodies 
that drive tunes like 
“Don't Let’s Start” and 
“Birdhouse,” both of 
which have so many 
hooks they can land fish?

Warren Zevon at the Folk Festa few 
years back speculated about his evident 
discomfort and exhaustion. We all know 
now why he looked like hell: footage of 
his Edmonton (and Calgary) FF perfor- 
mance makes its way into (Inside) Out, 
filmed just after Warren Zevon was diag- 
nosed with lung cancer. This VH1 spe- 
cial follows the bad boy of L.A. rock 
through the making of his final album, 
The Wind, his goodbyes to friends and 
family, and tributes from his substantial 
high-profile fan club. Zevon maintains 
dignity through the filming, bantering, 
and keeping up his sarcastic image. But 
he’s translucent-you can see right 
through him, and it’s heartbreaking. The 
camera catches him in some touching 
moments: talking with his pregnant 
daughter, holding hands with his girl- 
friend, saying goodbye to old friends 
like David Letterman, singing "Keep Me 
In Your Heart” through his fatigue. It's 
honest and truly affecting; too bad the 
VH1 folks felt the need to overplay it 
with weepy’slo-mo shots of Zevon fist 
pumping in triumph on stage, looking 
more like a member of U2 then the 
wiseass that he was.

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THE VINES EMERGED IN 2002, 
a young squad of Australians picking 
their way through a “garage nouveau” 
battlefield pockmarked by US and UK 
ordnance. While it’s tough to deny that 
the war was won almost without contest 
by New York City (cue nervous laughter 
from Glasgow's Franz Ferdinand), the 
Vines were really more of a grunge band 
anyway-more chunky power chords and 
downer psychedelic punk, less skinny 
ties and art school narcissism. 

With their second outing, Winning 
Days, The Vines are proving themselves 
to be more than just a buzz band, but 
convincing the critical public that their 
sound is relevant in 2004 will likely take a 
little more work (or maybe a remix EP). 

Clocking in at just over 38 minutes, 
Winning Days is a strong, coherent 
effort. After a few tracks that cling closely 
to Nirvana’s clean verse/distorted chorus 
formula, the Vines shift abruptly to 
melancholy acoustic psychedelia with 
“Autumn Shade II,” and then abruptly 
recant with another loud/quiet/loud/quiet 
number, “Evil Town.” Even then, a little 
of that haunting psychedelic melodicism 
hangs on, a trait that is carried through 
the rest of the album's mostly mellow 
tracks. The ground Winning Days loses 
with its lack of ingenuity is nearly made 
up with its concise, solid musicianship.

But Fly Or Die is just so good it's hard 
not to hate N*E*R*D for their effortless 
fusion of soul, funk, rock, hip hop, and 
even the delicious undercurrents of ‘60s 
paisley pop and new wave that run 
throughout the album. Fly Or Die also 
displays N*E*R*D’s impeccable sense of 
pacing, resisting the common urge to fill 
a CD to the brim with offensive skits, 
throwaway jams, and answering 
machine message interludes. At only 55 
minutes, the album's twelve tracks go by 
in the blink of an eye. 

Only two cautions for interested par- 
ties: first, when listening to Pharrell 
Williams’ lyrics, it’s best to pretend this is 
your first encounter with the English lan- 
guage; second, Fly Or Die is unabashedly 
over-the-top, but rarely has the urge to 
pile it on paid off so big.

NELLY FURTADO 

Nominated for Songwriter Of The Year, 
Album Of The Year, Pop Album Of The 
Year, Single Of The Year, and Artist Of

IF YOU'RE LOOKING FOR DIRT ON 
Nelly Furtado, about the grittiest 
you're going to get is a scuff on her 
Puma high-tops-if you're lucky. The 
multi-platinum selling singer is a 
down-to-earth girl from the West 
Coast who oozes optimism. Sure, 
she’s been featured in Playboy, and 
admittedly, there were a few 
provocative photos of her on some 
magazine covers, but this is one 20- 
something pop goddess who really 
is as pure of heart as her music and 
image convey. 


SHE ONLY READS 
THE ARTICLES 

“I remember my publicist saying 
Playboy's editorial section is very 
highly respected, and I know it 
sounds funny, but I guess it’s true,” 
Furtado laughs. “All I remember 
was that the interview was mostly 
about the music... I think I do my 
best to keep it about the music, the 
brain, and the spirit. But if people 
want to focus on the sex side of it, 
that’s okay, because I still think it’s 
more about my energy [and] not 
some type of exploitation.” 

In Furtado’s case, the rise to sex- 
symbol status really has been acci- 
dental; her youthful, up-tempo, 
hybrid of pop and hip-hop has done 
nothing but paint her as a tradition- 
respecting, poster-girl for positivity- 
rarely does she make it through an 
interview without trying to inspire 
kids to be themselves or expressing 
pride in her Portuguese roots. 

Perhaps that’s why it seems so 
out of place to find her image 
splashed on the cover of a men’s 
magazine known more for sex tips 
than discussions on spiritual aware- 
ness. But, as Furtado explains, 
sometimes such exploits have noth- 
ing to do with her wishes. “There

was this little inside scandal thing 
that just happened with [another] 
big men’s magazine that took some 
random photos of me, jumbled 
them together with a fake interview, 
and put it on the front cover to 
make it seem like they did a photo 
shoot with me,” she reveals with a 
sigh. “They even altered the image 
on the cover for their own purposes, 
so that was really not great. It’s 
funny how even when you aren’t 
trying to present that side of your- 
self, people will take what they 
want to see and make it what they 
want it to be.” 


STRAIGHT A’S FOR 
ATTITUDE 

Being clean cut has always been 
something that came naturally to 
Furtado, who describes herself as 
being “a straight-A student that was 
your classic overachiever” in school. 

“7 think that music really ground- 
ed me and kept me in line, because 
no matter what I was doing on 
Saturday evening I was always 
playing in the marching band at 
church on Sunday,” she notes. “T 
never really did anything bad. 


Although by the time I got into 
junior high, I was kind of fed up 
with that, and I got into hanging out 
with other kids, sneaking out of 
class and things like that.” 

There may be a slightly darker 
side to the songstress, but she insists 
whatever negativity she encounters 
in life she deals with in the most 
comforting fashion possible. 

“Of course I get depressed like 
everyone else, and sometimes I 
worry that people see me as being a 
completely happy and energetic 
person; there are happier times and 
sadder times for me. I definitely go 
through periods of thinking a lot, 
and I get lost sometimes in thinking” 
too much, which takes the connec- 
tion away from life a little bit,” she 
continues, “but the easiest way for 
me to express my feelings is by writ- 
ing it ina song, so it’s almost like a 
proclamation instead of having self 
aggravation.” 


POWER THOUGH 
“POWERLESS” 
Furtado-who garnered five Juno 
nominations this year for her sopho- 
more release, Folklore, a typically 








funky multi-cultural mélange-will 


also be participating in a free Rush 
The Vote concert at South Edmonton 
Common when she hits town. She 
says along with her music, raising 
awareness of issues is just another 
outlet for her to tur her aggrava- 
tions about certain things into some- 
thing positive. “On my song 
‘Powerless’ I vent a little bit about 
the feeling of being powerless when 
we turn on the TV or read.a maga- 
zine, because it feels like everything 
is controlled by money,” she 
explains. “I think it gets harder and 
harder to have a voice be heard, and 
even though I'ma singer who gets 
to express herself to lots of people, 
there are limits to what I’m able to 
express because I belong to a corpo- 
ration. 

“Tn the future, I want to get more 
involved in charities, because J don’t 
think I'm involved enough,” she 
continues. “J think its important that 
you be a peer, because I’m not sitting 
ona throne preaching to people-I’m 
a normal 20-something girl being 
myself, and I want to know how I 
can make the world better.”

JUNO TIME IN EDMONTON 
might seem like kind of a letdown 
for those of us with one eye perpetu- 
ally tuned into the glitzy American 
school of bigger and better. Sure, it’s 
kind of cool to be the center of atten- 
tion for a weekend full of camera 
crews and a whole whack of bands, 
but the broadcast still has that 
inescapable feel of slightly sub-par 
Canadian production: The Degrassi- 
esque lighting will always be one 
shade off of that smooth US TV 
gloss, Nickelback and Alanis 
Morissette will always fall just short 
of being genuinely exciting, and Ben 
Mulroney will just never ever be a 
celebrity. Unfair as it is, you can’t 
help but compare: Canadian Idol to 
American Idol, the Junos to the 
Grammys. We all heave a semi-con- 
tented sigh and say to ourselves: “At 
least Wide Mouth Mason isn’t play- 
ing.” 


PROMOTIONAL PRO-TOOL 
But much to my mild surprise, the 

Junos have become a model of pro- 
fessionalism as far as awards go-and 
it has become so without being a 
total sycophant to sales figures like, 
say, every American awards show 
ever. My first clue comes as I talk to 
Leisa Peacock. She’s the Awards and 
Events Manager for the Canadian 
Academy of Recording Arts and 


Sciences (CARAS), which was creat- 
ed to run the Junos, and by the time | 
get to talk to her, the CARAS press 
people have briefed her on all my 
questions, leading to one of the most 
efficient interviews in the history of 
interviewing.

Part of this is a reflection of one of 
the Canadian music industry's 
biggest underlying goals, which is to 
somehow create artists that are 
viable in the juggernaut to the south. 
“Our mandate, word for word, is to 
showcase, promote, and explore,” 
acknowledges Peacock, “so yes, our 
bigger awards like Best International 
Artist and m of the Year are 
based on sales.” Because of this, the 
“explore” aspect of the awards 
sometimes gets lost amid the head- 
lines about Celine Dion and Sum 41- 
but Peacock says the weekend’s 
events are consciously balanced to 
provide maximum exposure to 
everyone involved. 


“What you and most people see 
would be the Sunday night telecast, 
which will fit performances from big 
stars along with up-and-comers,” 
she says, “but we also fit in some of 
the craft awards in that telecast on a 
rotation. The rap category was slot- 
ted in last year, but we rotate them 
every year to be fair.” Some savvy 
viewers might remember the rap 
category controversy in 1998, when 
Vancouver's Rascalz publicly 
refused their Juno for Best Rap Artist 
in protest of the category not being 
televised. 

It's something the Juno organizers 
are sensitive to, and Peacock claims 
that if anything, more careers are 
discovered than just merely padded 
through the awards. “A lot of people 
have been propelled to the national 
level by surprise,” she says. 
“Swollen Members was a really 
good example about four years ago 
when they first got nominated-a lot 
of people were like, ‘who’? It hap- 
pened with Farmer’s Daughter in 
the Country category, and with 
Nelly Furtado as well.” 


GIVING INDIES A CHANCE 

What no one seems to know is 
that, technically, any independent 
garage band of 18-year olds can get 
nominated for a Juno. There’s no 
record deal or sales requirement; you

just need to have an album that’s 
available for sale in a store or online. 

To give independent bands a 
chance in a smarmy sea of Shawn 
Desmans, CARAS tries to make the 
judgi ‘ocess as objective as possi- 
ble "Maybe only eight of the 38 cate- 
gories has anything to do with 
record sales,” Peacock explains. 
“Anyone can submit an album, and 
all the submissions then go out to 
panels of judges-the judges are 
picked through recommendations 
from our music advisory commit- 
tees. The committees put together 
lists of people they feel are experts in 
each genre of music, and come up 
with a list of 10 judges, from all 
across the country, for each category. 
They can range anywhere from peo- 
ple in education, if the category is 
Childrens’ Records, to DJs, media, 
publicists, or other musicians.” 

Then there's the limited blinders 
put on the judges once they get the 
materials. “The judges aren’t given 
any promotional material of the 
artist, they're asked to judge based 
solely on merit,” says Peacock. In 
essence, it’s a whole lot better than 
the smoky backrooms of the acade- 
my-style Grammy selection, even if 
OLP’s Raine Maida can fart out a 
record every three years or so and 
walk off with a statue.

This w 
Cuddy and a few other greats of Canadian music 
(including Barney Bentall, Andrew Cash, and 
members of the Weakerthans and the Barenaked 
Ladies) lace up their skates to take on greats of 
another sort (the likes of which include NHL vets 
Rob Brown, Russ Courtnall, and Lanny 
MacDonald) for the Juno Cup. Far from being just a 
spirited scrimmage to kill time between Juno-relat- 
ed shindigs, the Juno Cup also serves another pur- 
pose: raising money to support music programs in 
disadvantaged schools. 

For Cuddy, the relationship between music and 
hockey is one deeply entrenched in Canadian cul- 
ture and extending far beyond Stompin’ Tom’s 
ubiquitous paean to the game: “We have this sort of 
hero worship for hockey players from our past, and 
itseems a lot of hockey players are interested in 
music as well,” he says. “There’s a mutual admira- 
tion.” 

Not content just to philosophize, Cuddy prefers 
to hit the ice as often as he can. “I take my gear on 
the road, and I’ve sort of let it be known that I’m 
interested in playing any games that there are.” This 
approach has led him to face-off in some novel, 
non-commercial settings: a pickup game in 
Antigonish, Nova Scotia; a tilt with a group of ex- 
athletes in Winnipeg (the musicians didn’t fare so 
well, Cuddy adds); a league game in Banff. The true 
spirit of hockey, it seems, is alive and well for those 


willing to shut off the television and close the news- 
papers. 

But it’s not just that. “I like to stay in shape on the 
toad. If you have to go out there and sing every 
night, you better do something to stay fit,” 

“Plus there's only so much walking around you can 

s, referring to the tedium tou’ g 
musicians can face in the endless post-soundcheck, 
pre-show hours. 

Even if the phrase “ex-NNHLer scores on 
Barenaked Ladies” doesn’t provoke a reaction from 
you, it is important to remember the Juno Cu p's off- 
ice agenda. MasterCard recently signed on as a 
sponsor, injecting a goodly amount of cash into the 
school band development arm of CARAS (the 
Canadian Academy of Recording Arts and 
Sciences, on which Cudd Tving a term as 
board member). “There will be $10,000 grants avail 
able to y schools to fund their band programs,” 


yhelmingly positive evidence to sug- 
gest that music can be instrumental (no pun intend- 
ed) in promoting self-esteem and new opportuni- 
ties for disadvantaged youths, the Juno Cup's 
effects will stretch far beyond a potential overtime 
period. “When you get the letters from the kids,” 
Cuddy says, referring to testimonials from students 
who have benefited from the program, “ 
like you've done something very successful. 
Cuddy is cautiously optimistic about how his 
squad of musicians will fare in the Cup, but sus- 
pects the competition will be fierce. Next year the 
Junos will be held in Winnipeg, and Cuddy plans a 
different sort of match-up for this most central of 
Cities: eastern musicians will find themselves pitted 
against western musicians. In a country as vast as 
ours, there is perhaps no match-up riper for 
competition.

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drunk when we recorded that 
song,” Black laughs. “A couple of 
buddies came to visit us in Chicago, 
where we were recording, and of 
course the first request was for them 
to bring us some Canadian beer... He 
was just so loose that it sounded 
great, and we kept feeding him beer 
until the track was done; it sounds 
so tender and emotional that the 
song might be even more than it 
could have ever been if he wasn’t 
drunk.”

“Good Times.” 

They also released the phone 
number to their studio phone on the 
Internet, allowing fans to join in the 
festivities. “There were people call- 
ing from all over the world asking 
when the album was coming out, 
and that gave us a better perspective. 
To know that we weren't being total- 
ly self-serving, and that there were 
people out there waiting for our 
music-it sparked a little more excite- 
ment in the camp,” Black recalls. “Tt 
was fun because we'd only seen 
each other, and we'd been writing 
music every day for the 18 months 
before we got into the studio, so get- 
ting calls from people in South 
Africa and Australia was pretty 











amazing.” 

Fans have always played an 
important role for Finger Eleven. For 
years, rabid devotees have been sup- 
porting the band via their street 
team, and the boys regularly let kids 
into their sound checks for 
impromptu autograph sessions, but 
Black says lately the adoration has 
been kicked up a notch. “I think it’s 
strange when I see kids dressed up 
like us and imitating us,” he 
remarks. “I remember when I was 
young, I wanted to shave my head 
in a spiral because Flea had that, and 
I though the Chili Peppers were the 
coolest guys in the world. So, it is 
weird to think that some kids some- 
where think that I am as cool as 
what I thought my favourite musi- 
cians were.” 

“| think the strangest tattoo I’ve 
seen on a fan was this guy who jok- 
ingly came up to me and said, ‘Oh, 
sign my breast!’ after one show. I 
took out a Sharpie and drew a 
strange face on his chest using his 
nipple as an eye,” Black continues. 
“The next time we came to town the 
guy had tattooed the entire thing, so 
he has this huge chest piece of some 
little doodle that was a joke at the 
time... When you meet a kid that’s 
got something you drew permanent- 
ly stuck on them it’s pretty flatter- 
ing.” 

But try not to take Finger Eleven 
too seriously with all your crazy tat- 
tooing ways, kids-even the darkest 
among us have a lighter side.

BAGGING GROCERIES FOR THE 
elderly, scrubbing dishes at pizzerias 
or flipping greasy burgers ata McJob 
is about as glamorous as employ- 
ment gets for most 16-year olds, The 
barely-old-enough- -to-operate-a-vehi- 
cle Liam Titcomb, however, isn’t 
your average early-post-pubescent. 
“My dad's been a professional 
musician for 40 years, so I've grown 
up on the road, following him 
around, and I've probably slept 
under every table in Toronto by 
now,” Titcomb explains with a 
laugh, of his apprenticeship with 
father Brent. “I was onstage with him 
when | was just a kid because I had 
to be baby sat and there was no other 
place for me to go; I started playing 
with him when I was five, then 
began doing my own music when I 
was twelve.” 

One fateful night, while Titcomb 
was up on stage opening up a show 
for his father’s CD release party, the 
head of Sony Music’s A&R depart- 
ment, Mike Roth, took notice of the 
teenager's ability to floor a middle- 
aged audience looking for mature 
folkie blues. He immediately signed 
the skinny, blue-jean-and-T-shirt clad 
teen to a development deal and set 
him up with producers Pierre 
Marchand (of Sarah McLachlan 
fame) and Bill Bottrell, who has pro- 
duce 11 Grammy winners and 
whose albums have sold over 36 mil- 
lion copies worldwide. 

“After a certain point, you don’t let 
the people you are working with 
intimidate you, because it makes 
things awkward. Everyone's a nor- 
mal person, and there’s no difference 
between [Bill] and 1, except for the 
fact that he’s has such a successful 
career,” Ticomb says. “One of the 
biggest things Bill has taught me is 
not to be afraid of being myself musi- 
cally, and that I should go with what 
I feel is right. 

“Occasionally, people have talked 
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down to ee usually aren’t try- 
ing to, they just do it unconsciously- 
but once most people understand 
what I’m about, they are pretty 
respectful,” the eerily well-spoken 
teen continues. 

With his music career shifting into 
high gear, and the release of his first 
album looming over the summer 
months, another thing Titcomb has 
had to learn is how to let go of the 
normalcies of adolescent life. He 
recently dropped out of the tenth 
grade because he knows his “career 
is now,” but says he does miss some 
of the smaller freedoms of being a 
kid. “I do miss just being able to 
hang out with my friends,” he 
reveals, “but, I love what I’m doing, 
and the opportunities I have right 
now are pretty amazing.” 

This weekend Titcomb will be 
appearing alongside Esthero, Buck 
65 and other notables at the Juno 
Songwriter’s circle, where he'll be 
discussing the music writing process. 
Sure, he might not be old enough to 
go for a beer with anyone else there, 
and okay, most of the other song- 
writers have milk in their fridge 
older than Titcomb, but the fact 
remains the boy can write amazing 
songs. 

“Ina way it is kind of strange to be 
a part of the Junos, because at this 
point I feel like I shouldn’t be there 
yet, but everyone's their worst critic, 
and if they recognize me then I’m 
happy to be there,” he concludes.

CARL HENRY 
Nominated for Reggae Recording 
of the Year 


IN 1994, THE JUNOS ADDED TO 
their list of categories Reggae 
Recording of the Year, and while 
some categories die the same year 
they are born (example: Top Folk 
Singer, 1971-1971), the reggae 
recording category is still going 
strong. 

This year, Montrealer Carl Henry 
is nominated for his single “Homie’s 
Girl,” an R&B flavored dancehall 
track about a guy who's trying to 
resist the advances of his homie’s 
girl. 

The song, which has just been 
added to CHUM'’s play list, devel- 
oped by lucky fluke more than any- 
thing. Henry, in the studio with his 
producer, Mr. Doo, insisted on hear- 
ing a CD of tracks that Doo referred 
to as “nothing.” Turns out that CD

WHILE MOST WATCHING THE JUNO 
awards, taking place at Rexall Place this 
weekend will be overwhelmed by the glitz 
and glamour associated with having 
some of their radio favorites here in 
Edmonton, classical music fans will have 
to keep a keen eye on the stage or the 
television to make sure they capture the 
all too quick announcements of the 
award winners in the classical music cat- 
egories. There are four awards handed 
out every year for classical music: 
Classical Album of The Year 
(Solo/Chamber), Classical Album of The 
Year (Vocal/Choral), Classical Album of 
The Year (Large Ensemble/Soloist With 
Large Ensemble) and Classical 
Composition of the Year. 

There are numerous symphonies, 
artists, and ensembles in Canada that 
people are well aware of-Marc-Andre 
Hamelin, Ben Heppner, and the 
Tafelmusik Baroque Orchestra, for 







contained the seed of the song that 
might earn Henry a Juno. “One 
man’s garbage is 
another man’s 
island treasure,” 
he laughs. 
Henry’s record- 
ing schedule cur- 
rently finds him 
either in some 
major eastern 
Canadian urban 
centre, New York, 
or often in 
between: being a 
Canadian urban musician is not only 
hard work, but also the work of pio- 
neers. Henry and his co-neminees, 
by their very existence, are laying 
the groundwork for, one hopes, a 
self-sustaining Canadian urban 
music scene. 


This is your second year being 
nominated for a Juno. Thinking 


example. But what about living Canadian 
composers? Could you name ten on the 
spot? Let’s drop props to the nominees 
in the Classical Composition of the Year 
award this week, since the four com- 
posers nominated are arguably some of 
Canada’s most important composers 
ever. 

R. Murray Schafer (6.1933) is THE 
composer that springs to mind for most 
Canadians. Schafer's pedigree is not as 
fine as some of the other nominees, but 
his compositions and his writings on 
music have attracted the most world- 
wide attention. Finely attuned to nature, 
Schafer has received praise for a style 
that attempts to link humankind, nature, 
and science through compositional tech- 
niques and tones, and for his use of field 
recordings of the Canadian experience. 
His most renowned works are the Patria 
cycle of musical dramas and his String 
Quartets. A double nominee this year, his 
latest String Quartet (No.8) is nominated, 
as is the massive choral work 
Apocalypsis “Credo.” 

Jacques Hetu (b.1938) is probably 


back to when you first started mak- 
ing music, did you ever think of 
winning a reward as a motivation? 

I never really thought about it; | was 
focusing on getting my music out 
there, letting people hear it. But, 
there’ve been a lot of these nice little 
surprises along the way. 

We released a little single back in 
1998, when I had just started getting 
into it. This was in the states, and 
nothing big. But then a few weeks 
later, it made a little blip on the 
Billboard charts. So it was like, 
“Wow! Okay, that’s nice!” 

It was all just based on DJs and radio 
stations liking the song for liking it. 
And if the public likes it and asks for 
it, for me that’s the best feeling. It’s 
not because the song is being shoved 
down their throats or played 80 
times a day. It’s the mere fact that 
they hear it once and it connects. 


Do you think that there will come a 
time that you will have to leave 
Canada for good? 

I knock on wood ‘cause I’m fortu- 
nate to be in that situation where I 
can go and be in New York, get a 
feel, and then come back. 

For urban artists in Canada, there’s 
still a lot of ground to cover. We're 


the most traveled and most honoured of 
any Canadian composer. His Piano 
Concerto No.2 is nominated this year. 
Hetu composes in serialist and neo- 
romantic styles, but is respected for giv- 
ing his compositions a more lively kick 
and verve than most other composers in 
the serial realm (perhaps as a result of 
his studies with Henri Dutilleux and 20th 
century icon Olivier Messiaen, both of 
whom understood the importance of not 
only educating but also entertaining and 
moving an audience). Hetu has also 
been a professor of music for nearly 40 
years. 

Norma Beecroft (b.1934). Parallel to 
her early composing career, Beecroft 
took up interest in the then-new world of 
television, helping the CBC produce a 
number of television shows on contem- 
porary music, as well as the series 
“Music Of Today.” Beecroft is nominated 
this year for her Amplified String Quartet 
with Tape. It's a work typical of her style 
that employs a method of using electron- 
ics to accentuate instruments-as 
opposed to colliding with them. It is simi- 





getting our foot in the door, and try- 
ing to get respect from the labels, but 
I still think there’s a lot of work to be 
done for people to realize that there 
is a tremendous amount of talent 
here. 


In Edmonton, we don’t even have 
an urban music station on the radio 
or anything: we rely on college 
radio for that. Urban music in 
Edmonton is a real do-it-yourself 
situation. 
Yeah, though [major] labels these 
days are only signing people who 
are doing things for themselves. 
It’s the time of the cutback, thanks to 
the Internet. For an independent 
artist, I think that’s a big tool. If 
you're doing a certain genre of 
music that may not really have an 
audience, you can network with 
other artists and start a coalition. 
That's why I love college radio, 
because a lot of times, those are the 
only stations that will play your 
stuff! I think that’s why a lot of 
majors are suffering. You get a guy 
who used to market soap, and you 
think you can market music the 
same way, but you can’t. Music is a 
living, breathing thing.

their summer on tour, playing songs 
from their most recent CD, fortissimo, as 
well as a great deal of new material, 
which they've been tirelessly working on. 
“We're the female Led Zeppelin: that’s 
what | heard tonight at rehearsal,” laughs 
Groff proudly. “Rachelle [Van Zanten, the 
other founder of the band, vocalist, and 
slide-guitar player extraordinaire] said 
that there’s some serious ‘heavy blues’ 
here..

GROWING UP ON A CENTRAL ALBERTA 
Samson Cree reserve might seem an 
unlikely beginning for an award-winning 
rap trio, but as War Party have been prov- 
ing since 1995, groundbreaking hip hop 
doesn’t only flourish in American inner 
cities.

He continues, “The Juno gigs are actu- 
ally set-up by CARAS [the Canadian 
Academy of Recording Arts and Science], 
and they're the organization that hands- 
out the Junos and sets-up all the gigs. 
They're a lot more in tune with music at 
the local level because all those industries 
work together, so they do know about 
bands like Painting Daisies and us, and 
Corb Lund. So the Junos coming to town 
and recognizing us is awesome. It's like, 
cool-we're getting some recognition from 
out of town.” 

Rich’s band mate, Jay Zazula, also a 
member of Wednesday Night Heroes, 
views the JUNOfest show primarily as a 
chance to play with a bunch of his friends 
to a crowd of supportive fans. “It’s cool 
that we have such a good, self-efficient 
scene here,” he reasons. “Nobody's really 


too worried that we're not getting the 


attention. Nobody's like, ‘Oh, people in 
Toronto have to see what we're doing 
here.’ Who fuckin’ cares? We're in the 
middle of nowhere as far as anybody else 
in Canada cares, but we've got a shit-hot 
scene here.” 

Bomber is similarly realistic about the 
Juno invasion, wondering, “Are the 
industry types gonna be checking out the 

gigs that everybody already knows 
about, and just turn backs on 
everything else? You don't 

know.” 
No, but we're soon to 


find out.

though you may not be familiar with his name, 
Masse is the man responsible for those iconic psychedelic 
gig posters from the ‘60s that featured bands like the 
Grateful Dead and Jimi Hendrix. - : 
But, the way he tells it, he was just a 
guy in Vancouver who just really 
liked to make art. 

“J was born with a pencil in my 
hand. I always could draw, and I 
went to art school after high school. 
When I was there, my last year, 
they wanted us to do a project to 
get our work into the world. | was 
interested in music-folk singers-and 
I don’t quite remember but I asked 
some people who ran coffeehouses 
if they wanted some posters; in 
school they wanted you to learn 
how to wheel and deal and do 
business with people.” 

Economically speaking, making 
meticulously painted posters for 
free doesn’t make a whole lot of 
sense. But what it did provide was 
an almost-famous lifestyle that was 
irresistible for the young Masse. 

“I'd go backstage and meet Ian 
and Sylvia, Gordon Lightfoot. We 
were just these young people in our 
20s, and it was great. Then folk 
music started to turn into folk-rock. 
It was Bob Dylan, who went elec- 
tric at that time, Bob Dylan and the 
Byrds, that lent itself to the San 
Francisco scene. I just followed it 
along. Part of it was that I was just a 
young kid living with my parents; I had no major expens- 
es. Consequently, I could do [posters] for free.” 

And the payoff? 

“Yes, I'm making good money now.” 

It’s easy to see why his work is so popular. His posters 
are drenched with colour, most typically of girls done up 
inan Art Nouveau-style, featuring organic, flowing plant 
forms. 








They are beautifully detailed paintings: it takes him 
three weeks to a month to complete each one. 


GOING WITH THE FLOW 

“The type of work I started with was the Old West 
engravings. That was quite ‘Sed with the folk crowd, 
but I kept my eye open to what was going on in the 
States. Boy, it was quite an amazing scene in those days! 
That was the early days of Haight-Ashbury. 

“Twas very much on the Northwest flow. That's what 
would happen. These bands would do these Portland- 
Seattle-Vancouver shows: The Grateful Dead, Jefferson 
Airplane. We would stay at the Grateful Dead’s house. 


Tous, they were just these wild guys with long hair and

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world. But at that time, we were saying [to people in 
Vancouver], ‘There are these guys with long hair!” 

Staying at the Grateful Dead’s house at the height of 
hippiedom in the ‘60s? I accuse him of being part of a 

nythological era, but he just seems as surprised as | am 

“We wouldn't think much of it. They were just these 
bands. Now it’s mythological. And now it's just bizarre. I 
do a lot for newer bands, but | never meet them. I used to 
go to concerts, backstage. I don’t care a lot for these new 
bands. When you grow up with the Rolling Stones- 
Nirvana, Pearl Jam, Phish, it’s garbage.” 

But even in the ‘60s and ‘70s, the inspiration didn’t 
come from the music, nor does he listen to the music 
beforehand for ideas. 

“J never really did. Someone called to say the Doors are 

= coming to town, and I would make 
a poster. It was always my art; 
there never were pictures of the 
band on them. Concert posters are 
really not that commercial. That's 
why we were embraced by the 
kids; it was rebellious just to have a 
piece of psychedelic art. From my 
point of view, this was great. I 
could make whatever kind of art I 
wanted to do and just put ‘The 
Grateful Dead’ on top. It worked 
out quite well. Of course, I wasn’t 
getting paid, so no promoter was 
going to complain.” 


FUTURE, NOW 

Nowadays, he has to be more 
selective about whom he works 
with, since that affects sales of his 
posters, which he sells on eBay. He 
has done posters for U2, Alanis 
Morissette, and The Red Hot Chili 
Peppers, and is currently working 
on one for Tool. 

“I'm getting more and more 
known by fan clubs-the good old 
Internet. They will call and ask, 
‘Will you do one for us?’ I'll print 
three or four hundred and sell them 
at a retail price. People will buy 
them, whereas it used to be that 
we'd just put them up on the street, 
and people would just rip them off. People who collect 
stuff and fans are different from people who just want to 
buy the record.” 

It’s a curious turn towards capitalism for a guy who 
used to just do stuff for free, but it’s merely a matter of 
practicality. 

“Promoters still don’t want to pay money for them!” 

A selection of Masse’s posters will be on display at the 
Works Gallery in Commerce Place from March 29 to April 
8, to coincide with the Juno Awards, and he will be there 
in person on Saturday April 3, from 2 - 4 pm. Masse 
designed the poster for the Junos, and the telecast will fea- 
ture three 360-degree stages adomed with designs 
inspired by his work. But Masse is also very proud of his 
collaboration with The Works Art and Design Festival, 
which takes place in June, 

“I’m doing this piece for the Works Festival. I will be 
producing a poster-100 of them, that’s all-signed and 
numbered in a limited edition. They'll be selling them as a 
fundraiser. | like to keep the handcrafted feel of my work. 
If] wanted to supply the demand, I'd end up having to 
crank out cheap stuff. The Works poster is done up in 
watercolour style. I feel good about it.”

Northern Light Theatre has explored 
the theme of “Love Gone Wrong.” 
The plays The Woman who Cooked 
her Husband and Trading Hearts 
looked at the physical and societal 
ramifications of coupling and forg- 
ing a relationship and then the 
inevitable fallout when things in 
romance-land go awry. The final 
play of the season, A Dybbuk for Two 
People , takes on the spiritual side of 
love. 

The Tony award winning play by 


Bruce Myers is based on one of the 
classic works of Yiddish literature— 
The Dybbuk by Sholom Ansky. 
Director Trevor Schmidt says, 
“Ansky was going through the hills 
of Poland studying the culture of the 
Jewish people in the small towns. He 
happened to see a young woman 
have a dybbuk exorcised and he was 
fascinated. He was also at a time 
where he was beginning to question 
his own faith and he felt the culture 
was being lost. So he wrote a story 
about it, which was made into a 
play.” 

A dybbuk, in Jewish folklore, is a 
demon that enters the body of a liv- 
ing person and controls that body’s 
behaviour. “Tt’s a soul that cannot 
find rest”, explains Schmidt “It’s 
certainly a well-known term in the 
Jewish community and it’s got a rep- 
utation in the gentile community. 
People perceive it a bit like The 
Exorcist or something, sort of an evil 
demon bad thing, which it certainly 
isn’t, especially in this production.

Winfrey almost single-handedly 
brought Alice Walker's The Color 
Purple to the big screen, and has 
managed, as a black woman, to cre- 
ate a media empire rivaled only— 
and that until recently—by the icon 
of white privilege, Martha Stewart. 

In many ways, that cultural con- 
tradiction—the tension between 
white and black in the modern 
world—is at the heart of The Syringa 
Tree. 

Tree is a one-woman show in 
which actress Liisa Repo-Martell 
creates 23 characters to tell the story 
of Grace, a woman whose shame 
rooted ina sense of white privilege 
overwhelms her in 1995, the year

Actors Jeff Haslam and Caroline 
Livingstone have the task of bring- 
ing Chanon and Leah and about 
seven other characters to life. Says 
Haslam, “Chanon realizes when this 
young woman is given to another, 
all his prayers and fasting have been 
for nothing; they have not kept her 
unwed or given her to him. When he 
realizes this, he dies and in his death 
hopes that he can be with her as a 
dybbuk.” 

“At one point he says ‘Don’t tear 
me from her, don’t tear me from my 
love,” Schmidt adds, “and it’s quite 
appropriate in a tragic way that the 
person who has to pull that demon 
out of Caroline in the play is Jeff,” 
who also plays the rabbi. 

Haslam says the piece is thor- 
oughly steeped in the culture. “The 
whole play is filled with prayers— 
theyre important—and I’ve been 
praying like a Christian! Prayer is so 
intimate, so culturally specific that 
you forget” 

He points to the universality of 
the story “The couple who tell this 
story to fill in their relationship 
could be anybody who’s ever been 
in love. It could be any couple that 
we know, could be any Jewish cou-

ALTHOUGH ONE OF HIS MOST POPULAR 
plays, A Midsummer Night's Dreamis also 
one of William Shakespeare's most misun- 
derstood works. 

Most of the brainy goodness is either 
ignored or allowed to drift into the anachro- 
nistic back corridors of cultural memory, 
much in the same way the traditions of the 
actual Midsummer Eve have long been for- 
gotten. (The night before the St. John the 
Baptist’s feast day in late June, Midsummer 
Eve was the evening when young lovers were 
allowed the freedom to retreat to the woods 
“for their pleasure.”) 

The play's so-called “mechanicals” (the 
working-class players who produce the play- 
within-the-play at the end of Dream and 
make reference to the popular craft-spon- 
sored “Mystery” plays) often prove such an 
insurmountable challenge for most produc- 
tions-who just don’t know what to do with a 
seemingly free-floating, self-referential the- 
atrical satire-that they just get glossed over 
or tossed off as yet one more of the play's 
odd-ball comic bagatelles. 

Not so in the current Studio Theatre pro- 
duction, under the direction of Montreal's 
Jean Stéphane Roy. This cutting-edge pro- 
duction rises to the challenge of fully articu- 
lating the theatrical and intellectual potential 
of Dream by mounting a daring deconstruc- 
tion that totally alienates this oft-produced 
text from the limiting expectations of its pro- 
duction history (i.e., reducing it to a safe pas- 
toral comedy), much in the way Roy rede- 
fined the Bard in his Studio Theatre produc- 
tion of Pericles back in 2000. 

For starters, don't come to this show 
expecting to see a realistic Arcadian grove 
recreated on stage. 

Designer Kerem Cetinel’s visual concept 
is a Japanese Noh Theatre-inspired 
fetish/S&M party filtered through Dave 
McKean's Sandman comic book artwork 
and science fiction riffs (think Aliens) com- 
plete with cold arrays of raw stainless steel 
wiring that drop down from the flies to simu- 
late the barest idea of “forest” and a cross- 
gender-cast fairy “queen” Titania (played 
with spectacular panache and grace by 
Ryland Alexander) attired salaciously in a 
slinky gown cut from black leather and PVC. 

Matching this off-kilter and minimalist 
design is Roy's decision to pare down the 
story to its symbolic and psychological core 
and create a deliciously complicated parallel 
pantomime, intended to recontextualize an 
overly domestic plot. 

Hence the gender-swapped, moon- 
obsessed fairy royalty mirroring the oddly 
reconcieved Theseus and Hippoltya (the for- 
mer a truly tyrannical ruler, embodied with 
maximum bluster by Scott McAdam, the lat- 
ter a profoundly monstrous Amazon, played 
with simmering rage by Lorianna 
Lombardo) and the largely interchangeable, 
uniformly dressed forest-wandering lovers. 

In large part this directorial conceit was 
well thought through and done with the best 
of intellectual intentions and acted with the 
greatest of intent by a totally ering and

WHEN IT COMES TO A FULL- 
length Cinderella created by Jean 
Grand-Maitre, audiences should 
expect more Prince William than 
Prince Charming. 

“He’s probably smoked pot,” says 
Jean Grand-Maitre of his version of 
the Prince in the closing production 
of Alberta Ballet’s Fairy Tale- 
themed season. 

A brilliant choreographer noted 
for his contemporary theatricality, 
Grant-Maitre steers clear of classical 
ballet’s superficial clichés. “This 
Prince is not your all-white, Aryan, 
blond, snotty-nosed Prince who has 
never had sex in his life that you typ- 
ically see at the ballet.”

Maitre. “The sisters are extremely 
beautiful, dangerously beautiful.” 

Grand-Maitre’s Cinderella is a 
product of an abusive childhood and 
starts out as more “wolf boy” thana 
young and beautiful maiden. “She's 
like an Anne Frank locked up in hid- 
ing,” imprisoned in a gloomy cellar, 
her life devoid of sunlight and social 
interaction. 

Engulfed in her loneliness, 
Cinderella’s only friend is a fantastic 
bird-like creature who flies in 
through the chimney to visit with 
her and dance. “At first we think her 
friend is imaginary, that she’s creat- 
ed this fantasy to keep her sane-like 
Tom Hank’s volleyball named 
Wilson in Castaway. Her friend is 
the only thing keeping Cinderella 
from etaiae Later, sat realize her 
friend is actually a fairy and his 
magic of hope is in fact, very real.”

The Adventures of Wanda and Jack 
hits the Varscona stage tonight, 
white boots and all. It’s the creation 
of Michelle Brown and Paul Morgan 
Donald. “Wanda and Jack live just 
outside Edmonton in a trailer park 
and they play gigs in Stettler and 
Innisfail—all over Alberta. It’s a lin- 
ear story but it’s also a collection of 
short stories about them and their 
slice of reality.”. 

The piece began its life with the 
working title Poor White Trash but 
Paul Morgan Donald says that idea 
changed once he and Brown chose 
names for their charac “We had 
a test run back in the fall. For that, 
we searched the phrase Jack and 
Wanda’ on the Internet and our text 
was all actual web pages about actu- 
al people named Wanda and Jack. It 
gave us this weird, rather random 
connection to real life. The show is 
not ‘The Fabulous Adventures’—it’s 


all pretty mundane in a way. We 
came across one story where Wanda 
and Jack had inherited the Indian 
Springs Sewage Company ina town 
with a population of 500 and they 
want to sell it. We wondered what 
would happen if all these stories 
came together as one couple.” 

Both creators hasten to add there's 
no derogatory intent behind the 
show: that’s part of the reason they 
changed the name. “Wanda and 
Jack are trashy, they drink too much, 
Wanda’s s are pretty short, but 
they’re regular folk,” says Brown. 
Morgan Donald says, “White trash is 
just a derogatory way of saying ‘reg- 
ular folk. 

The music, by Paul Morgan 
Donald, provides a kickin’ boot 
stompin’, linking device. “It’s a road 
adventure: they could be here 
singing at a wedding and then be 
there playing a gig, so it’s got an 
episodic feel. It’s something I haven’t 
gotten a chance to explore in the 
musical theatre world. Those songs 
are always ‘I want this, I’m going to 
get this.’ It’s kind of interesting writ- 
ing the third person narrative. We 
play Wanda and Jack but we're also 
narrators.” 

Brown says the songs and stories 
intertwine “I sing about her saying 
something and then Wanda says it, 
we like the structure, it’s an interest- 
ing device.”

Sandwich eaters unite... 


... at The Free Press: you have nothing to lose but your brown bags

SANDWICHES ARE THE LIFES BLOOD 
of the working world. If it weren't 
for these portable repasts, the clock- 
work innards of capitalism might 
grind to a halt, its cogs growing 
increasingly irritable and unfocused 
as the day wore on, with none of 
them having anything on their 
stomachs but coffee. So we need to 
recognize the institution of the sand- 
wich as one of the pillars that sup- 
ports the high standard of living we 
enjoy here in North America. 

With these thoughts in mind, I 
visited the Free Press Bistro, a new 
~ downtown eatery that celebrates the 

sandwich, among other fine 
comestibles. But these aren’t your 
typical brown-bag variety sand- 
wiches-no PB&J with the crusts cut 
off here. The Free Press builds their 
sandwiches on a hot, chewy founda- 
tion of Ciabatta bread, filled with 
intriguing ingredients and subjected 
to a sandwich press to make sure it 
all gets mixed together in satisfying- 
ly gooey fashion. 
On my first visit to FP’s tasteful 
dining room, I was drawn to the 
Chipotle BBQ Chicken sandwich 


($9.25), which also contained 
Spanish onions and Monterey Jack 
cheese, and came with shoestring 
fries. While waiting for my order to 
arrive, I took in some of the other 
items on the menu, which only 
intensified my hunger pangs. Their 
entrees include grilled pork chops 
with green apple chutney ($21.95), 
red snapper with warm tomato rel- 
ish ($16.95), and Tuscany roasted 
chicken ($14.95), all of which come 
with horseradish whipped potatoes 
and roasted veggies. Casting my 
gaze about the room, | saw quite a 
few appetizing looking salads and 
starters landing on the tables of oth- 
ers, 

I would say I got a pretty good 
sandwich out of the deal, a generous 
portion of chicken on grilled ciabat- 
ta lavished with smoky, medium 
spicy barbecue sauce. And since 
someone else picked up the tab, I 
felt particularly good about it. But I 
also felt that | needed to know more. 

So I returned a few days later, 
determined to try another variety of 
sandwich and perhaps another side 
dish. It was thus I settled on the 
Buffalo Chicken sandwich ($9.25), 
wherein I would find breaded strips 
of chicken tossed with hot sauce and 
pressed with shredded carrots and

gorgonzola cheese. For an addition- 
al $1.50, I would also enjoy a bowl 
of the house roasted vegetable soup. 
The soup was excellent, a rich 
blend of vegetables, herbs and a 
touch of cream, blendered to a 
smooth, dippable consistency. I had 
no problems with the sandwich 
either, which combined the salt- 
laden pepperiness of Louisiana hot 
sauce with the sweet crunch of car- 
rots and the pungent creaminess of 
gorgonzola-and let’s not forget 
those chicken fingers, which belied 
their deep-fryer origins by being 
crisp but not greasy. I also took care 
to eat more slowly, as the toasted 
Ciabatta plays hob with the roof of 
the mouth if you attack it too vigor- 
ously. I can’t afford to pay $11 fora 
soup and sandwich every day, but I 
couldn’t deny the feeling of satiety 
emanating from my midsection. 
You should know that the Free
